Presented to her brother by A bra­ 
ham Lincoln as a rew ard for good 
work during the convention of 1860, 
a w alnut cane and gavel, n u d e from 
some rails from the Chicago Conven­ 
tion in 1860, and each surrounded with 
a silver hand 
inscribed, 
“ A braham 
Lincoln to Ira H aw orth, 1860,” have 
been brought to Philadelphia by Mrs. 
H annah M. Fisher, a visitor. 
The H aw orth fam ily originally lived 
in W ayne county, Indiana, Mrs. Fisher 
says, and later moved to Vermilion, 
Illinois, but a t the Lime of the famous 
election of 1860, they were still Jiv­ 
ing in Indiana. 
H er brother, who was intensely in­ 
terested in politics and a firm believer 
in Lincoln’s doctrines regarding the 
slavery 
question, 
entered 
into 
the 
light, and worked hard for the or­ 
ganization of th a t county which was 
strongly at th a t tim e Democratic. 
W omen’s Aid Solicited 
Not only did he work to organize 
tho men of the county for Lincoln, but 
he believed if he could interest the 
women in the 
cam paign 
he 
could 
strengthen his cause even though they 
did not have a vote. 
Mrs. Fisher said th at so well con­ 
vinced was her brother in the sound­ 
ness of this theory that he offered to 
the women who should at the end of 
the cam paign he judged to have done 
the most for the cause a “ten dollar 
dress p a tte rn ” which in those days 
and values was considered 
a 
prize 
well worth trying for. 
The first intimation the H aworth 
family had of their son Ira ’s activities 
in the interest of the cam paign was 
wffien a neighbor went to a political 
m eeting near Lincoln’s home towm 
where he met the future president. 
When Lincoln learned where he was 
from he said to the visitor. 
“ I hear 
some good work is being done for me 
down your w ay by a young man by 
the nam e of H aw orth.” 
Sometime a fte r the Chicago con­ 
vention, which nominated Lincoln, he 
w rote to an uncle living in or near 
Chicago asking him to ship him one 
of the old split rails which had been 
brought into the convention by some 
of his adm irers, symbolical of his past 
perform ances and to impress upon the 
delegates the ch aracter of the man 
they were seeking to elect to the presi­ 
dency. 
Final Disposition Unknown 
I t was from this wralnut rail the 
cane and gavel were made and for­ 
warded to Mr. H aw orth, to be prized 
highly by him until tho day of his 
death in 1912. 
T he relics then came into the pos­ 
session of the sister and she in turn 
loaned them to the Museum of E a rl­ 
ham College at Richmond, Indiana, un­ 
til its destruction by fire several years 
ago. 
Mrs* Fisher is 
herself 
a 
direct 
descendant of John 
Adams, 
second 
president of the United States, her 
earlier ancestors coming to this coun­ 
try in 1699 from Lancashire, England, 
in the ship in which William Penn 
made his second voyage to America. 
H er husband served with the Union 
A rm y during the Civil W ar until he 
was captured by Confederates and im­ 
prisoned 
in 
Andersonville 
for 
ten 
months. 
W hat disposition Mrs. Fisher finally 
will m ake of the relics she herself 
does not know. 
At present they rest 
in a safe deposit vault of one of the 
banks here. 
She has kept the articles 
with her on various trips she has made 
about the country. 
But she is of the 
opinion she m ust soon find a safe place 
to leave them where they will be prop­ 
erly preserved but at the sam e time be 
available to the thousands who some­ 
times travel miles to see even th e most 
modest of articles th a t are in any way 
connected with the life or activities of 
th e m arty r president.
